HoomowatioN” IN A COAL HOLE.
Writing from “‘among the Hills, Vinton
eounty, Ohio, " n norraspondmt of the Cin.
Clronicle
o denizens of cities, ns they sit aronnd
Ihm- cheerful fires, little know the vast
amotnt of time and labor that is ne to
ol out of the bowels of the earth the black
iamonds for their comfort. The miner'slife
is one of seveve labor and peril. The damps
and wogious % of tho mines havé con-
tinuall¥ to be eontended with; and if these
meon are inclined to dissipation, it is hardly
to be wondered at. To wotk in caverhs,
often partly nude and in darkness save the
feable and uncertain light emitied by the
tiny, smoking lamp; to feel that the caving
ofthe roof above or the colleation of @as
below may end life almost at any time, are

not ealonlnted to elevate or rohnu{mmnnlty.

““Their puy‘is perBiaps greator than that of
laborers in other avoontions, but even this is
not enough to compensate very many men
for the toil and privations of lifein the mines,
That miners have generally the reputation of
being extravigant, dissolute, and bad wmen
has been generally conceded, but we are too
often ready to make this eharge simply from
hearéay. Admit'that many of them are im-

provident and dissipated, still it is unfair to |

make that charge a sweeping one. It ia
nothing unecommon to find many of these
searchers for trensures pure and gobd men,
with the fear of God continually before their
eyes, and who, when seen at their rongh bat
eomfortable log-cabing, are men of consider-
able intelligence and agreeable companions.

“Very many of the “miners are devonl
Christian men, and the bright Sunday morn-
ing finds them seated in the homely little
chureh, listening to words of hope and wis-
dom from the ‘Book of books.’

“‘Some of these men are rare singers, whose
voices, if oultivated, would put to shame
some of the German or Italian singers who
deliil:t.a metropolitan public st two dollars

r .

“One of the grandest rehearsals it was ever

%ood fortune to listen to was the singing

Joronation” by the miners, a mile under
ground. It 4s impossible to describe the
effect of this hymn. The pure, sweet tones
of these diamonds in the rough roke and
awelled into a great volume ef sweet sonndd,

and as it rolled and was echoed back the
numerous chambers and passages of the
mine, produced an effect so wild and grand

that it was impossible not to be affected byit.

“But a few weeks since the leader of a con-
oort troupe, while on a visit to a mine in
Jackson county, discovered a yonng man

essed of such a voice that he engaged

im at once ns a second tenor singer, and to-
day this young man s delighting hundreds of
music-loving people by his rendition of the
wild and beau{iFnl songs of his old Walch
home.

“Until within a few years this work of
mining was in the hands ot the Weloh and
English, but now most of the foreign ele-
ments arve represented. Comparatively few
Americans are to be found in the mines as
diggers, they preferringto labor on the farms,
in cities, or at least where an abundance of
light and air is afforded.”

with her any more; that ghe left him once before
and that he prevalled on her to return: that she has
now left him again for the Recond time and ex-
preased the determination never to return.

Mr, Parker states that he (s well aware of the fact
that the courts will not grant a divorce for (fcom-

atibility of temper, but that he knows alie that the
l’ egislature of V rgmta liag the full power to grant
divorees from the bond-of marriage for other causes,
He (Mr. Parker) sees no reason why two persons
should be compelled to live together for life with
only the power to make each other miserable, and
informsa the General Assembly that all hope for a
reconciliation has “gone where the woodbine
twineth,” for the parties have taken different paths
in life, and that it would be better to releasethem
rrom gn unwilling bond, and let them both seek

happiness suew in life. He therefore petitions the

latare to divorce him from the bomis of mar-

riage, and make sug mmmhla disposition of the
children as may seem just to the Legisiature.
